H. W. Loveday , state game warden 
of Illinois, has addressed the following 
open letter to the people of the state in 
regard to the enforcement of the pres­ 
ent game laws: 
I call upon all sportsmen and sports­ 
men's clubs, within the jurisdiction 
o f 
the state, to lend me their hea rty and 
unqualified assistance in the 
f ut he r - 
a n c e of m y efforts. 
T propose that the killing and illicit 
shipment and sale of game in closed 
season shall stop. 
W ith this object in 
view I invoke and earnestly request 
the assistance of all true men and 
sportsmen of the state. 
I ask y ou to 
organize in every county , that has not 
already done so, and to send me the 
names of good men who are willing to 
take the duties of deputy 
warden.
